Northern Pacific Lands.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—It is hardly 
provable the report of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee in favor of allowing the Northern Pacific 
} ‘to retain its unearned lands will be adopted 
fe the House. <A statement will be submit- 
ted tothe House probably to-day by sev-

It is 
Said the steamship companies are endeavor- 
ing to persuade the President to veto Deus- 
ter’s bill providing rules for immigration, 
requiring a certain amount of space 
for each immigrant, wholesome food 
etc. They claim the requirements are such 
they cannot protitably carry emigrants ex- 
ceptata great advance in prices. It is not 
likely however, the President will veto it.

The committee are now, 
at 2 p.m., with the President, who was not 
able i.» reee've them until a few minutes 
before 2. They waited in the Presidea.’s 
library from about noon, 

Drs. Beard and Golding advanced argu- 
ments in support of the petition. One of the 
points made by Dr. Beard was Guiteau really 
had no trial, the so-cailed trial being 
merely an exhibition. He gaid 
it was the strconzesijcase of insanity ever be- 
fore the court and was lost only through the 
incompetency of Scoville, which was as phe- 
noemenal asthe insanity of hisclient. The 
President listened patiently, and taking 
the papers said they would he considered. 
They will be referred to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral forreport. All the other papers pre- 
viously received bearing on this case have 
been similarly referred. 


The Bonded Period.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The_ distillers 
have not entirely given over hope yet. There 
is some reason to believe that Garland’s mo- 
lion to again take up the bill extending the 
bonded period mav be favorabiy considered. 
Windom’s committee will be forced to repor 
that they tind no foundation for the charge 
against the distillers, and many believe the 
Senate will sce the injustice of 
a refusal to grant relief to so large an inter- 
est. The whisky men, bowever, are not re- 
lying alone on this, but are busy to-day try- 
ing to geton amendment added to Kelley’s in- 
ternal revenue bill, now being considered in 
the House,extending the bonded period to five 
years. Itseems quite probable they will suc- 
ceed in getting a square vote on 
the subject yet, as there now remain three 
chances for a vote, viz., ou Garland’s motion 
to take the vill from the table in the Senate 
and on a motionin either House or Sevate to 
amend Kelley’s bill by adding that feature. 
The tobacco men are also quite hopeful 
over recent developments, and a meeting of 
the Tobacco Dealers’ Association will be held 
here to see if they cannot get the relief they 
thought at their last meeting impossible to 


obtasn. 

The Democrats vesterday showed a desire 
to remove the taxes on tabacco, and a num- 
ber of Republicans expressed a similiar de- 
sire.

New York Letter to Troy Times. 

The Lenox picture gallery is a place of great 
interest to the man of taste, since it contains 
some gems unequaled in America. Here is 
one of sir Joshua Reynolds’ masterpieces, be- 
ing « full-length portrait of ths once famous 
vocalist, Mrs. Billington, as St. Cecelia with 
the cherubs for achoir. Hereis also a Gains- 
boro—the only work of this master in our 
country. Cnhurch’s ‘‘Cotopaxi’’ is one of the 
best pictures he ever painted, and contrasted 
with this is the coarse but inimitable work of 
Moritand, representing a baroyard and swine. 
Liere one may aiso behold two of Turner’s 
pictures, which, though curiosities, hardly 
equal our expeetation of this master, but the 
gem ofthe collection is the ‘*Milton,’? which 
alone repays One for a Visit to the institution. 
It is ofa life size and represents the poet dic- 
tating **Paradise Lost’? to bia daughter. This 
grand work, which is Munkacsy’s master- 
piece, is the gift of Rovert Lenox Kennedy, 
at a cost of $20,000. Among other interesting 
pictures are portraits of the entire Lenox 
family, butas their names do not appear in 
the catalogue, few are aware of theiridentity. 
The collection is aleo enriched by some fine 
statuary, including two antique busts from 
Rome, of great value, as they repreient mem- 
bers cf the royal family, and are fine speci- 
mens of the highest order of art. ‘The insti- 
stute isin care of Dr. Moore, who was for 
many years associated with Mr. Lenox inthe 
selection and the arrangement of the coliec- 
tion prior to the consiruction of the present 
building. He is assisted by Dr. Ailibone, 
formerly of Philadelphia, who isa veteran 
bibliophile. Dr. Moore inherits a literary 
taste, his father having been an able and 
laborious editor at a time when the foundation 
of journalism was laid. He was for many 
vears the editor of the leading paper in New 
Hampshire and then came to this city, where 
he was editor of the New York Whig. Jacob 
Moore and Horace Greeley were fellow- 
workers in the arduous task of building up 
high-toned journalism.

GARIBALDI PICTURED. 


Hero’s Visit to Paris After the 
Franco-Prussian War. 
Paris Letter to New York Tribune. 


I found Garibaldi sitting up. He had ona 
red flannel shirt and no nightcap. There 
was acandle onthe night table, which light- 
ed his face in the most picturesque manner 
possible. Although, as it happened, the call 
was unseasonable, he at once put me at my 
ease, and held out to me a hand that was stiff 
from rheumatism. {This physical stiffness con- 
trasted with tbe elasticity of the mind ex- 
pressed in his face. I never saw anobler 
head, or a great man who had received ova- 
tions Who was 80 perfectly natural and free 
from pose. He was jike his pictures. 
But none of them resembled him so much 
as Joseph Fagnani’s portrait. What 
first struck me was the éasy dignity ofthe 
face, which}had an astonishing capacity to light 
up, and theintensity of the eye. Garibaldi 
was a joverof his kind. He was essentially 
human and humane; but there was some- 
thing of the wild felines of Africa in his eye 
when he employed it toscrutinize. He had 
the perception and the address of an animal 
of prey, but all these were dominated by a 
noble ideal atthe service of what was good 
and great. We spoke in French, in which 
tongue he expressed himself with classic ele- 
gance. I rose to leave nim, but he 
begged me to stay and talk with him 
about friends in England and the events I 
had witnessed a month earlierin Paris. We 
conversed with the utmostfreedom. Ispoke 
of Fagnani, of Mrs. Chambers, of Jessie 
White-Mario, of Mr. T. B. Potter and the 
late Richard Cobden, whom Garibaldi called 
in English the most righteous and most ben- 
evolent (without appearing it) of men. [n 
the course of conversation [ mentioned w hat 
Fagnani had said about Garibaldi being like 
the traditional pictures of Christ but with 


The 


more of the serpent’s wisdom ex- 
pressed in the eye. Garibaldi 
told me_ that on the Ligurian 


coast the Christ-type was not uncvummon, 
and he accounted for it by the wives of sail- 
ore going to pray when their busbands are in 
danger, before pictures of Jesus. As to the 
wisdom of the serpent, it was induced by the 
danger in which the population there stood 
of being surprised by the Algerine pirates. 
Garibaldi had ancestors Who were captured 
and sold as slaves. His maternal great-crand- 
father had escaped from slavery and returned 
home to marry a widow to whom he had 
been engaged when she was a young girl. 

The general complained of insomnia as a 
habit, and terrible rheumatic pains. He was 
giad of. the call I made him, because he had, 
although tired, made up his mind to passa 
sleepless nixht. The events which had taken 
place since Pierre Bonaparte’s acquittal ex- 
cited him. That event had happened at 
Tours, five months previously. 

Garibaldi had been fetched from Caprera 
by D’Poujade, now Deputy for Carpentras in 
the Vauciuse, and by Naquet, the apostle of 
divorce. Poujade was in October, 1870, Pre- 
fect of Avignon. He and Naquet bad gone 
with Bordene, who was also from Carpen- 
tras, to Caprera, to implore Garibaldi to re- 
turn with them to France aud place his 
sword at the disposal of the National Defense 
Government. MM. Cremieux, Glais, Bizoln, 
Admiral Fourichon and Laurier had received 
him coldly. But he hoped in the energy of 
Gambetta, with whom he had an interview 
and whose virile intellect and patriotic and 
republican sentiment delignted him. (Gam- 
betta promised him a post of danger in the 
Vosges. Garibaldi was to go there with his 
sons. Gambetta’s father had purchased the 
old house in an olive grove on the way from 
the Port of Nice to Villa Franca, which had 
belonged to Michael Garibaldi, the 
General’s uncie. Aa attorney had = got 
Michael, whoenjoyed a pretty good for- 
tune, toleaveitali to him. Garibaldi said 
that he was born in the old house at the top 
of the port, but that he used to be taken to 
play in his uncle’s garden and to batheina 
sheltered cove hara by, where the water was 
deep and pure. Inthe providential order of 
things, it was well be was taken there. The 
uncle Michael and the hero’s mother were 
devout, and wanted to make Giuseppe a 
priest. He was, therefore, taught the an- 
cient languages, and received more schooling 
than if he had been destined for the sea. At 
Nice, too, he learned to speak equally well 


French and Italian. He loved 
the French Kevolution, but hated Bouna- 
parte. It aimost broke his heart 


when his native town was delivered over to 
Napoleon III. But since France had become 
a repuvlic he had ceased to harbor bitter feei- 
ing on the suvdject. Garibaldi appeared 
illumined with joy in speaking of the events 
which had followed upon the fall of Sedan. 
Rome was free, and he believed the United 
States of Kurope would replace the mon- 
archies and Cxsarism of the old continent 
beforethe next century camein, He spoke 
with almost fervid admiration of the Queen 
of England, and thought her one of the most 


{uteresting charactrrs of the age. He 
was toid thar she loved _ the 
poor and respectea every human right. 


Garibaldi asked me to call on him aguata. 
When I went I found him taking his depart- 
ure for Dijon. A hackney-coacn was at the 
door of the Prefecture. He descended from 
Gambetta’s apartments to it with great di!fi- 
culty, leaning on Poujade’s arm. Basso was 
behind with the General’s effecis bundled up 
in acoarseigwel. There was no other lur- 
gage. GariPaldi was wrapped up in his blue- 
gray mantle. Tours was a duli place. No 
crowd had gathered in the court to cheer the 
hero, whom I again saw, and for the last 
time, at Bordeaux, which had refused to let 
him explain why he must dectine to repre- 
sent the constituencies which had elected 
him a Deputy.

Career of a Noted St. Louis Thug ana 
Burglar.

Probably the most desperate house-breaker 
who ever carried on his nefarious business in 
S:. Louis was Mike Coffey, who appeared in 
the criminal arena of this cityin the winter 
of 1869-1870. Besides being a burgiar Coffey 
was a highwayman and cut-throat of the very 
worst type. In all of his exploits the use of 
the pistol was frequent, and, although it is 
not positively known that he 
ever killed any one outright, me was inclined 
t) kill any one who crossed his path, and 
would have done so had it ever been 
necessary. The first jop he ever did, which 
gained him general notoriety in police circles, 
ws the robbing of Mr. Filley’s house in the 
eally part of the year 1875. With a com- 
panion he broke into the residence. After 
picking up what articles he desired in the dif- 
ferent rooms he went into the bed-chamber

He got away, notwithstanding, and 


came back home. One night he went on a 
spree sbort'y after his return, and wound up 
jate at nightin asaloon near thie corner of 
Sixth and Elm. lLlere he gotinto an aliterca- 
tion with the barkeeper, and, after considera- 
ble hard language had been used between 
them, pulied out his pistol and shot the bar- 
keeper through the head.

NUMISMATICS. 


Remarkable Sale of Valuable Old Coins 
in New York. 
New York Special to Chicag>s Tribune. 

The sale of coins, medals, etc., belopging to 
the collection of the late Charles I. | Bushnell 
was begun here this morning. The sale is 
one of the most important of its kind waich 
has ever occurred in the United States, the 
collection, which numbers over 3,000 coins 
and medals, containing a great many which 
are celebrated and rare, and a uumber that 
are unique. The prices realized were satis- 
factory, and most of the coins were purchas- 
ed by collectors, a great many going to the 
Chapmans, of Philadelphia. The largest 
nee brought was bythe celebrated Good 

amaritan shilling, dated 1652, which was 
bought by the Chapmans for $650. The 
piece has been considered unique for more 
than 200 years. Mr. Bushnell valued it at 
$1,000, and considered it and his Lord Balti- 
more peauy ihe wost important pieces in his 
collection, Tbe latter coin was also purchased 
by the Chapmans fr $550. Itis unique, and 
bears the date of 1659 and a bust of Lord Bal- 
timore. it is of copper, and weighs 59% 
grains. Anotherfamous coin sold was one of 
the only three Virginia shillings of 1774 which 
are known. It brought $105, which is a com- 
paratively smal! price, one of them havivg 
been sold for $19 at a sale in 1865. A bronze 
medal which was executed bv Dupre, and 
struck in 1790 by order of Thomas Jefferson, 
then Secretary of State, brought $50. Ii 
cost Mr. Bushne!l $100. A very rare bronze 
medal of 1834 was struck off for $55 56v. 
It bears upon its obverse side a 
tine bust and the inscription: **To Charles 
Carroll,of Carrolton.’”’;A very rarejsilver Mas- 
sacbusetis sixpence of 1652 brought $71 25. A 
shilling of the same date and locality, the first 
coin of America, was bid off for $1. A tbree- 
pence of the Willow-tree series of 1672, 
which is considered unique, vrought P25. 
An extremely rare shilling of this series and 
date was soid for $25, and a sixpence for $16. 
Besides the famous ‘‘Baitimore penny,’’ 
others of the Maryiand coins soid well. A 
Silver shilling of 1659, with a bust of Lord 
Baltimore upon its obverse side and a 
crowned shield upon its reverse side, brought 
355 50. A sixpence of the same date and <le- 
eign soldfor $06, and a groat, or fourpence, 
for $34. Mr. Busbnell’s collection of the 
Rosa American series, which is con- 
sidered to be the finest ever sold, also 
realized good prices. A penny with the 
head of George 1. upon its obverse side, of 
which but two similar pieces are extant, and 
Which is quite celebrated among Collectors, 
was knocked down for 365. It was purchas- 
ed by Mr. Busbpeil at the Mickley sale in 
Philadelphia for $5250. Among the well- 
known specimens Whicu are vet to be sold is 
aspecimen of the Confederate penny,of which 
only four are known; an exceedingly rare 
George Washington penny of 1786; a George 
Clinton penny of 1787; the celebratea and 
rare Ephraim Brasher doubloon of 1787, 
which Mr. Buebnell valued at $1,000; the 
Philadelphia corporation shilling; a Wash- 
ington half-doilar of 1789, which w consider- 
ed the connecting link between the Washing- 
ton coins and the coinage of 1781 and 1792; a 
Roman head penny of 1792; a set of the ses:on

George Eddy’s Bar-Koom Brawl and the 
Consequences to His Wiie. 


Last night at about dark Albert Kuhbnen, a 
bar-keeper in the saloon No. 704 South 
Fourth street, tried to shoot and kiil George 
Eddy on account of the settlement of a game 
of pool. Eddy, Charles Thiets, a son of the 
owner of the saloon, and a man named Barry 
were playing 8 game for the 
driaks. They bad played for about an hour 
before the troubles occurred, when the bar- 
keeper asked for asettlement of the game. 
He claimed that Eddy owed fora game and 
Eddy said that he had paid fer it. This en- 
ruged the barkeeper, and he went from 
behind the bar towards Kddv 
and grappled with him. Priddy drew an 
ordinary pearl-handled pocket-koife and 
usedit. The German, when cut in the setom- 
ach, re axed his grasp and ran for a revoiver, 
which he had on the shelf behind the bar. 
Kddy ran cut of the door towards bis home, 
onilv a short distance from the saloon, at No. 
718 South Fourth street. As he ran he heard 
a ‘bullet whiz in close proximity to 
his head. Two more shots were tired before 
he reached the shbeiter of bis own abode. The 
barkeeper by this time had reached the out- 
side of the duvor, while E:idy upon the inside 
threw his weight, in addition to iocking, 
against the door. The infuriated barkeeper 
turned loose his artillery on the surface of 


the door, shooting through the panels. 
Neither ofthe shots, numbering three, hit 
Eddy; but as ho stood against 


the door, bis wife, on the second floor, bas- 
tened to the stairway and, seeing her husband 
at the bottom, descended the steps. Just as 
she reached the level of Kuhuena’s revolver 
that person tired, and the sixth and last shot 
in the chambers of the pistol took effect in 
her left breast, just above the nipple, and 
penetrated the lung. Oilicers coming 
the two men were arrested 

locked up for the night in the Chestnut Street 
Station. This morning the two were remov- 
ed to the hold-ever where a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter called on them. Eddy was first ques- 
tioned as to the orisin of the row. He said 
that he had been plaving pool in the saloon 
for about an hour before the row occurred. 
Thenthe barkeeper asked him to settle fora 
game which he had already paid for and 
he told the barkeeper so. The latter denied 
this, and, being full enough to be mean, came 
athim. Ile grasped him around the waist. 
when be drew his Knife for protection. In the 
excitement Eddy sheatheditin the capacious 
stomach of the barkeeper, and then ran 
away. Eddy said he was inthe habit of go- 
ing into the place, but bad always paid his 
bills. Me savs be will have a warrant sworn 
out against Kuhwven for assault with intent 
to kilias soon as he gets out, which will be as 


soon aS he can get friends to go on a 
bond. The barkeeper was found 
alone in a eell, iving om the board bench 


which runs along the wall, He was groaning 
atagreat rate when the reporter accosted 
him. 

‘‘How do you feel, Mr. Kuhnen?? 
asked. 

The man looked up witha slightly milder 
groan and said: “On! I feel very bad.’ 

He then undid his underclothing and ex- 
hibited awoundin his abdomen, Which was 
covered up with sticking plaster. 

‘What did you shoot Eddy for?” 

‘“T shot him because he struck me, and I 
wanted to kill him. You or aay other man 
would do the same thing.” 

“Tlow did the row originate?’ 

“lie wouldn’t pav me for a game of pool 
that ne owed forand I ordered bim to get 
cut of the house. He said he wouidn’t get 
cut till he got ready. 1 was going to 
put bim out when he stabbed me, and then 
IL thought! was going to die and I wanted to 
kill him. That’s the reason I shot him.” 

The man was asked whether he wasdrunk, 
and he said bewas not. He bad oniy been 
drinking beer. After he had been stabbed he 
took a big drink of whisky to counteract the 
effect. of the wound. 

‘Now,’ said he, between groans, “] am 
willing to let this matter drop if he is. 
If be don’t it wili zo hard with both ofus,. I 
think he meant to kill me; I know 1 did want 
to kill him.” 

The reporter called at the Eddy residence, 
No. 7i8 South Fourth street, and found that 
the lady was suffering considerable pain. She 
isunable to move her iteft arm at all, the 
muscles being much inflamed and swollen. It 
is thougbt that the wound is not necessarily 
fatal, and that by careful nursing she will 
recover.

AN ICE CONTRACT. 


The Court Reformsit in Favor of the 
Ieef Canning Company. 

Judge Thaver this morning rendered a de- 
cision in favor of the St. Louis Beef Canning 
Company in the ice-contract suit entered by 
James A. Smith & Co. The material ques- 
tion was whether the contract sued upon 
expressed the true intent of the 
parties making it. The court 


held that if it dia Smitn & Co. were entitled 
to recover, but that if a mistake was made in 
reducing the agreement to writing, and that 
was claimed by the Beef Canning Company, 
then there could be no recovery. The Beef 
Canning Company made a contract with the 
ice merchants for the purchase of a 
large quantity ofice. The terms vere fully 
settled. but the error occurred in the written 
document and the court cited authorities to 
show that such mistakes may be remedied. 
The proof ofthe mistake must be clear and 
convincing, and it must be shown that 
the mistake was mutual. The ice dealers 
agreed tofurnish the Beef Canning Company 
with icenot exceeding 8,000 tons as the Beef 
Canning Company might require during a 
period of about five months at specified prices, 


and the Beef Canning Company agreed 
to take no ice from other 
dealers until the 8,000 tons were 


exhausted. The court thinks that there was 
nothing unfairinsuchan agreement. Such 
contracts are very common in business. It 
was not the intention of either party that the 
Beef-Canning Company should be compelled 
to take the full quantity in any event,whether 
it needed it or not. It did not 
appear that there had been any 
material decline in the market price of ice up 
to the time thatthe Beef Canning Company 
terminated further deliveries under the con- 
tract, nor did it appear that the company took 
advantage of any such decline and bougntice 
at lower rates of other dealers atthe termina- 
tion of the arrangement with the Smiths.
